The closest prior art of record, Khadilkar et al. teaches a process for preparing 1- 
3-(4-aryl-1-piperazinyl)propyl-2,5-pyrrolidine diones wherein the 4-aryl group has one 
non-hydrogen substituent. The instant claims teach a process for preparing 1-3-(4-aryl- 
1-piperazinyl)propyl-2,5-pyrrolidine diones wherein the 4-aryl group has two non- 
hydrogen substituents. The instant claims are patentable over the closest prior art of 
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record, Khadilkar et al., because Khadilkar et al. neither teach nor suggest the two non- 
hydrogen substituents in the 4-aryl group.
